TERRIFIED 3IURDERERS. 

An Execution at Clilenco Terrifies tho Capital 
.Si!ntenee Men. 

CiiiCAco, Jan. •-'(;.— Painter's death to- 
day on tho gallows liad a remarkably de- 
proaaing influence on tho men oontined in 
"murderers' row" in tho county jiil. Pot- 
rick Eugene Pendergast, oondemned to die 
for tho murder of Carter Harrison, took no 
pains to conceal bis grief over the ezeoutioo. 
Hi: occupies the oell No. 23 with murderer 
Craig, and when he had satiafied himself 
that Painter had marched to tho soaffokl ho 
climbed into liic upper bunk and bopan to 
pray. " O God Imvo meroy upon an inno- 
cent man !" ho repeatedly cried, wringinB 
his hands witli anguish. Ho ia being 
murdered, even as they would murder mo." 
ProndorRtiab climbed down from his bunk, 
pushed liia coll mat away from the door and 
tried to catch a sound from tho north cor- 
ridor. At lust it came. Tho noiae of tho 
falling drop reached his eara. Then ho 
buried his face in hia hands, mumbled aoino- 
thing and climbed book into his bunk.

BehIjIN, Jan, 20. — To-day will go down in 
hiatory as the day marking a great event in 
Germany — the fiaal aot in the reoonoilia- 
tiou between Emperor William II, ond 
Prince Bismarck, to whom ia due the fact 
that there ia among European sovoreigna 
auoh a personage as a German emperor. 
The : Btteets of Berlin vrere early 
alive with thousands of persons who wero 
dosiroua of witnessing the triumphal 
proceasion accompanying tlio Prince from 
the railway station to tho oastle of hia Im- 
perial host. Four years ago Friooe Bis- 
marck retired after a quarrel with hia Em- 
peror, and since that time until to-day ho 
has never seen His Mijesly. But to-day, 
upon the Emperor's inviiation, tho Prince 
camo to Pcrliii, and tho people shewed him 
that in spite of his "blood and iron" rule, ho 
has etill a wuriii place in their hearts. 
Tlio only topic of couverealion in tho cjfi-a 
and other places where the public ia n'(jnt to 
gather was the vi.sit of tho Prince and ita 
probable elfect. on the political situation, for 
though it is Siiid that Prince Biamarek has 
for ever retired froni public life, it ia thought 
that thu ]''iiiperor will not disdain to seek 
advice from a man whoae Btateamanship has 
always been aucceeaful. 

The castle at Friedrich^ruhe, where 
Prince Bismarck resides, was early aatir, 
and the jireparationa for hia journey wero 
soon completed. AU tho reaidenta in tho 
vicinity were out to bid God speed to the 
old roan, who is a great favorite among 
those who live near him. At ten niinutea 
part nine six ladies, all of thein dreaaed in 
white, proceeded to the caatle and presented 
to Prince Btsmarok a large laurel wreath 
bound with ribbons and Ijearing the inaci ip- 
tion, "A happy journey." When tho time 
arrived for the alart to bo made for the sta- 
tion, tho Prinen appeared in the doorway of 
tjie castle and bowed to tho people who 
had gathered to see him oil'. The 
people of Hamburg wore greatly in- 
terested in the visit of the Priooe, and 
a large crowd of residents of that city 
arrived at Friedriohsruhe at 8 o'olook to see 
him start on his journey to Berlin. Some 
of those present shouted "a prosperous 
journey," while others oried " aaf woder- 
ahen." Before the train started the prince, 
who was in exeellent.,spir!ts, tlianlced all 
those who had come to see him oS and 
shook hands with many of the crowd. At 
tho atutious along the route many peasants 
were gathered, and as tho train paaaod hats 
and handkerchiefs wore waved and many 
hearty cheers given. It was a veritable 
triumphal progress from Friedrichsruho to 
Berlii:. 

When the train reached Spandau, one of 
Berlin's suhuilH, the saloon carriageand the 
luggage van were dropped by tha Hamburg 
e.^presa and another engine was hitched to 
tako them to their destination. This engine 
was beautifully decorated with garlands and 
flowers. The train arrived ut the station at 
exactly tho appointed time. When it stop- 
ped Prineo Henry stepped out from tho 
group surrounding him and walked to the 
carriage occupied by tho ex-Ghaneollor. 
Prince Biainarck camo out upon the pl it- 
form and Painco Henry graaped him by tho 
hand and shook it warmly. Ho alao shook 
hands with Count Herbert Bismarck. Then 
followed tlio others of the party, who walked 
to wheie tho royal siuto coach was in wait- 
ing. Prince Bismarck made Prince Henry 
walk on tho right aide and sit on 
tho right side of the carrlogo, 
althouKh Prince Henry tried to give 
him tho place of honor. Count Herbert 
Bismarck and tho Governor of Berlin drove 
in the second carriage, which waa an open 
landau, while Dr. Schwoiningor rode be- 
hind the regular prooession, in a cab. There 
was an immense crowd gathered in the 
vicinity of the station, and as Prince Bis- 
marolc approaohed they broke out into the 
most enthnsiaatio cheering, and many were 
the satntattons shouted to him. The Prinoe 
was evidently greatly pleased with his wel- 
come. He smiled in response to tho cries, 
and saluted the crowd frciiuently. Half a 
Equadron of Gardes du Corps rode in front 
and behind. the closed carriage. Tho vehicle 
had very large windows, and theao permit- 
ted everything to be seen and allowed the 
crowd to look on tho face of the Prince 
Tha route to tho royal palane waa packed 
with people. Moat of tho houaea along the 
route wero decorated with lligs. 

It appeared aa though tho entire popula- 
tion of Berlin, swelled by thousands of per- 
sona from all parts of Germany, had turned 
out to welcome tho return of tho Prince, 
and tho younger element in tho crowda 
hoered theniselvea hoarao as tho state coach 
passed along. In accordance with the 
orders of tho Emperor, tho Government 
buildings wero flogged, and the city pre- 
sentca cverywhoro a gala appearance. At 
several points along tho line bunds were 
stationed, and as the procession passed 
national airu wero played. At tho Mollko 
bridge and near the exhibition park wero 
inaased thousands of Iroopa. The repre- 
sentatives from theGeriiian Studenta' Union, 
tho Agricultural College and the high 
schools all wore tho attiro of their several 
corps, with caps and pluuiea, and swoids by 
their sides. As the Prince paased they 
all saluted him. At aovcral points along 
tho line the o;owd threw flowers before the 
carriage. Xbe procession passed on its 
route to the Frenoh and Russian embassies. 
At the former the balcony was filled with 
the guests of M. Housette, the Frenoh am- 
bassador. At the Russian embassy Count 
von Sohouvaloff, the Russian ambassador to 
Germany, Prince Albseoht, and the Duko 
and Duohess of Meoklonburghsohwerin, oo- 
cupied the balcony and sainted Prince Bis- 
marck as he passed. A detachment of police 
guarded tho castle square, and none of tho 
public wore permitted v.dthin their lines. 
Inside tho Kjuaro a guard of honor from the 
Second Regiment of Foo'^gunrda, with a 
band And tho regiment's colors, were drawn 
up. Before the state carriage passed within 
the gatoF, Prinoe Biamarcii and I'rince 
Henry stepped out. Loaning heavily on 
Prince Bismarck's arm, the ex Clianoellor 
walked down in front of the company. Hia 
form wos very much bent. The party then 
entered the palace. 

Emperor William, who was standing at 
the bottom of the steps leading to the 



the 



"petits apartments," so called, wore 
special. mark of honor, tho uniform of 
Bismarck cuiraasiera, 

Hia Maj.3sty to-day nominated tho Prince 
aa chief o£ that famous regiment. Ha recep- 
tion ot tho old atatesman was of tho warm- 
eat and moat cordial nature. Aa Prince 
Biamarek approached him, he extended hia 
hand, and tho Prince, bowing, kiaaed it. The 
Emperor immediately lifted both his arma 
and embraced the Princo heartily. Ho 
then preaaed a kiaa on tho old man's cheek 
and the reconciliation between himaelf and 
the greatest of hia aubjeota waa sealed. The 
ex-chuncellor'a eyea wero moiat and 
ho looked very aerioua. Prinoe 
Bismarck's gravity of demeanor during 
his reception by His Majesty waa much com- 
mented upon. After welcoming tho Prince, 
tho Emperor ahook handa with Count Her- 
bert and tho whole party retired to a room 
where tho King of Saxony and a number of 
German princea wero awaiting their coming. 
All aaluted Prince Bismarck as he entered 
thu room. Luncheon was served in the 
Emperor's private rooms at 1;45 o'clock. 
Covers were laid for only three peraons, 
tho Empoaor, the Empress and Bismarck. 
After lunch the Prince retired to the room 
aet apart for his use in order to retire for a 
short time. Before he retired, ho wever, tlio 
Emperor's sons were presonted to him. 

In front of tho rooms occupied by tho 
Prince there was placed a double row of 
sentinels from the Guards Cuirassiers. After 
tho Prince had rested for a time, he aroae- 
In the meantime an immense crowd had 
gathered in front of the palace, pouring 
forth volley after volley of cheers or singing 
tho patriotic hymns " Heilder Im Siegor- 
kranz," " Die Wacht am Rhein " and 
" Deutachland ueber Alios." This was 
kept up until the Emperor, Empress and 
Prince Bismarck appeared at a window and 
slightly bowed to the crowd, which at once 
went almost wild in their deinonstrations of 
delight. The weather waa fine and nothing 
occurred during the day to mar the joyous- 
uess of the occasion. All tho ministers, in- 
cluding Chancellor von Caprivi, left their 
cards tor Prince Biamarek. Dr. von liiet- 
ticher, secretary of tho "Imperial Homo 
Ollice, waa the firat of the n.iniaters to pay 
tills courtesy. The regiment of Cuiraasiera, 
of which Prinoe Biamarek waa to-day ap- 
pointed the head, gavo a dinner In the even- 
ing in honor of tho Princo. 

Commenting upon tho reconciliation be- 
tween tho emperor and tho prinoe, tho 
North German Gu/.-;tte (aerni-olliciul) saj-a : 
" It ia nearly four years since the emperor 
has been face to face with prince Bismarck. 
To-day the Princo will bo Hia Majesty's 
gueat, and the ex-chanoellor will realize that 
the gratitude of tho court and the people 
for. his incomparable advices remains un- 
altered. Every patriot thanka the emperor 
for preparing so joyful a day for Germany. 
May this feast of reconoiliation bear further 
fruit for our whole political life," 

Tho Zukunft saya that since the time, 
in the latter part of 189.3, when the Emperor 
aent hia dispatch from Guena to Kissengen, 
where Prifice Bismarck was ill, tendering 
him liis sympathy and ofTering him the use 
of one of hia cuatlea, relationa have never 
ceased between tho two august personages. 
Dr. Schweininger regularly reporting to the 
Emperor everything concerning the Prince's 
health. 

Hundreds of telegrams congratulating t)ie 
Prince upon the reconciliation between the 
Emperor and himself are arriving daily from 
all countries. The Italian ambassador ro 
marked to-day to another diplomat that to- 
day's meeting between the Emperor and the 
Prince was an historical event of the first 
magnitude. At thr^e o'olook Chancellor 
von Gaprivi was announced. He had an in- 
vitation to an interview with the Prince 
lasting three-quarters of an hour. At 
four o'clock the Prinoe was driven to the 
palace of Empress Frederick, the mother of 
tho Emperor, and paid her a short vinit. 
She pressed him to stay longer in Berliu, 
but Princo Biamarek bcKgeil to be permittetl 
to follow hia phyaiciaii'a advice and return 
to hia homo this evening. After leaving 
the Eiiipreaa Fredci ick's pilaoo tho people, 
who were doneoly masacd in tho vicinity, 
broke throuuh tho police lines and tried to 
unhitch the horaes harneaaed to the 
Prince's carriage. They wanted to draw 
him back to tho castle themselves. 
Tho Prince, however, prevailed upon them 
to forego their intention. The crowd was 
60 thick that is was impoaaihio for tho horaea 
to go faster than a alow walk, and as the 
carriage moved along tho crowd surged for- 
ward with it, and everybody joined in sing- 
ing patriotic songs. At 6:15 o'clock dinner 
was served in the rooms set apart for Prince 
Bismarck's use, Tbo Emperor took dinner 
with the Prince, 

As previously arranged Prinoe Bismarck's 
stay in the city waa abort. At ten minutes 
after seven o'clock this evening ho wont 
from tho palace on his return to 
Fieidricharulie. Throughout tho entire 
time of his viait he waa treated 
with the most diatinguished consideration, 
and nothing waa left undone that would add 
to the pleasure of his visit. Shortly after 7 
o'clock a coach drove up at tho main 
entrance of tho palace. Accompanying was 
tho whole squadron of the Gardes du 
Corps, for the Emperor intended to show 
every honor to the Prinoe ond had an- 
nounced that ho would accompany him to 
tho station. At exactly 7:10 o'clock the 
Princo appeared, leaning on thearmof the Em- 
peror, and together they entered the carriage. 
Then amid tho blare of trumpets tho drive 
to tho station commenced. Tho crowda still 
lingered along tho streets, and elisor after 
cheer waa given aa tho Emperor and tho 
Prince and the military cavalcade swept 
along. 

The train for Friedrichsruho left the sta- 
tion at 7 '2^-1 o'clock. When the Etnperor and 
tho Prince entered tho royal waiting room 
His Majesty throw his arms about the Princo 
and embraced him repoatedly. Count Her- 
bert Bismarck and Dr. Schweninger followed 
tho emperor's carriage in a closed coach. At 
about -i o'clock in the ufternoou Emperor 
William, accompanied by his suite, rode 
through Untor den Linden, which was filled 
with people for its entire length. His Maj- 
osty celebrates the anniversary of his birth 
to-morrow and will receive an im- 
mense ovation. To-night most of 
tho illuminations prepared in honor 
of the Emperor's birthday wore displayed. 
Prinoe Biamarek did not seem fatigued 
when ho left; the city. Aa the train pulled 
nut hb was scon at a window saluting the 
Emperor. The Prince arrived in Froid- 
richruhe at 11 o'clock. He looked cheerful 
and hearty. The road from tho railway sta- 
tion to the caatlo was illuminated.

Western Farmers Ad'vlsed by tbe'MIn* 
istar of Agrlcnltiire to Follow 
Mixed Farmlngr.

CAL][E0MIA'8 .GOLD., 

Annlrersai^ of SntteSr'^and J^8b|^'B DIboot 
ei-y of Gold on the PaoUtO Odiast 

Chioago, Jan, 26. — The CaHfornia pion- 
eers of this city are to day holding a recep- 
tion and binquot in honor of the anniversary 
of the discovery of gold on tho Pacific ooast. 
Death has made couaiderablo inroads upon 
their numbers during the past year, but bo- 
twocn fifty and sixty survive. Tho names 
of General John Anguatua Sutter and James 
Wilson Marshall are thoso which are most 
cloaoly conuootod with tho diaco^'ery. The 
first named waa of Swiss parentage, born in 
Kandern, Bulon, in 1S03, dying in Waah- 
ington, IXC, in 1B80. Ho entered tlie 
French aorvice as an oflacer of tho Swiss 
Guard and served in 1823-4 during the 
Spanish campaign. In 1834 he emigrated 
to tho Unitotl States, settling in St. Louis, 
Mo. In 1838 he wua induct d by the 
accounts of Indians and trappers to 
orosa the Rooky Mountains. He first wont 
to Oregon, descending the Columbia river to 
Fort Vancouver, whence he sailed to the 
Sandwich Islands, whore he purchased a 
vessel and proceeded to Sitka, Alaska. 
After disposing of his cargo ho sailed south 
and on July 2, 1839, waa stranded in the 
Bay of Yerba Buona (now San Francisco). 
He founded the same year the earlioat white 
settlement on tho site of Sacramento, ro- 
ooiving a considerable grant of land from 
tho Mex;ican Govornmont, and in 1841 
built ft fort, calling it Now Helvetia, which 
WBS afterwards tho first settlement reached 
by over-land emigrants to California. Gen- 
eral Sutter gave aid, welcome and informa 
tion to Captain Wdkes' exploring expedi- 
tion, also to John C. Fremont and his party. 

When California was ceded to the United 
States in February, 1848, Sutter was tho 
owner of a large tract of land in Eldorado 
county, many thousands of cattle and other 
property. On January 18, 1848, James 
Wilson Marshall, a native of New Jersey, 
one of his employes, while superintending 
tho construction of a mill race, found a 
nugget of gold on Mr. Sutter's property, 
aud, collecting several ounces of the ore, 
took till) specimens to Sutter's Fort. The 
discovery, as soon as it became known, 
brouglit many adventurers into Eldorado 
county, who overran hia property and that 
of General Sutter, disputing the titles of 
both to tho lands they occupied, and re- 
ducing both Sutter and Marshall to poverty, 
so that neither bacamo any tho bettor oil' for 
tho gold which had been discovered on their 
land, Marshall died at Coloma in 1885.

Hon. Mr. Tdrnkii moved that the house 
resolve itself into committee of supply on 
Tharsday next. Agreed to. 

BSFtrSAI. OF seaoheb's oebtificate. 

HoK. Coil. Bakxb thus replied to qaea 
tiona put by Dr. Milne i-^ 

1. Did J. Muir furnish aatisfaotory 
proof of his good moral oharaeter to the 
board of examiners of teaoheni last July J 
Ans. Yes, bat he did not satisfy all the re- 
quirements of section 66 of the pubUo school 
act. 

2. Did the board of examiners t;rant to J. 
N. Muir last July the opportunity of ap- 
pearing before it to aatiefy aeotion 50 of tho 
school act 1 If not, why not ? Ans. It is 
not tho practice for oandidatos to bo ro- 
quired to appair before tho board of exam- 
inora in order to satisfy tho requiromonta of 
that eeotion. 

3. Did tho board of oxaminora oxamiuo J. 
N. Muir lust July, in order to aatiafy sec- 
tion 56 of the achool act 7 If not, why not ? 
Ans. For the reason given in answer to 
aecond question. 

4. Did tiie board of examiners give J. N, 
Muir any reason for its refusal to (;raao hitn 
a toaoher'a certilieaio last July ? If not, 
why not? Ana. It has not been tho prac- 
tice of the board of examiners in making its 
report to state the reason of the failure of 
any candidate to obtain a certificate who 
did not fully satisfy theroquirements of sec* 
tiou 50 of the public school act.

THE LABOR DtJUEAU HILL. 
A message from His Honor tho Lieut. ? 
Governor, transmitting a bill entitled "An 
act to provide for the oatabliahment of a 
bureau of labor ataliatios and also for tho 
formation of oouncila of conciliation and ar- 
bitration," was presented; and tho bill was 
referred for oonaideration al the next 
sitting. 

LODOEns' RELIEF BILL. 

HoK. Mr. Davie moved the adoption of 
the report from committee on tho lodt;ora' 
relief bill. 

Report adopted and bill read a third time. 

PART.SERSIIII' SILL. 

Tho house went into committee of the 
whole on the partnership bill, Mr. Sword in 
the chair. 

•Mr. S.mitii inquired whether tho provi- 
sions of the bill would apply to mining. 

Hon. Mr. Davib replied that mining is 
not so much partnership as oo-ownersfaip, 
and it was not intended that the act should 
apply to it in any form except coal mining. 
He would introduce some amendments to 
make the act quite dear on this point. ( A 
new section making this provision was later 
added.) 

The bill was reported completo with 
amendments, and referred for consideration 
at next sittlnt;. 

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS COMMITTEE. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven, as a matter of privi- 
lege, called the attention of tho house 
to the fact that the public accounts 
committee, apppointed on Tuesday last, 
had not yet met, though it was 
important that tho committee ahould exam- 
ine into the public accounts before the esti- 
mates were considered. Ho stated that a 
meeting of the committee had been called 
for this morning, but of the five members 
only he and Mr. Cotton attended. He had 
ascertained that two members, Mr. Hall and 
Mr. Croft, were ill and therefore oould not 
attend, and though he bad tried in every way 
to|find theothermeniber, Mr. Mar tin,lhe could 
not do so. He thought it a singular thing 
that for the last few years there had been no 
report from the committee with the excep- 
tion of a very brief report near theendof lust 
session. If mombera oould not attend com- 
mittees ho hoped their names would be 
struck off, so that others who Could attend 
miplit take their places. 

Mr. Martin explained l,hot the commiltco 
had been called togeUior by him a', 
the earlieat time practicable, and 
lie hiid njent the n'ornin^; trying to find Mr. 
H M iinii Mr. Croft, witli tho result that ho 
learned they were too ill to attend, in 
referencn to Hon. Nlr. lt;.iven'.i lecture, ho 
roniinded that gentlema:. that in past, years 
when ho had other busiti' sa to attend to ho 
had himself atayed away from committee 
meetingti. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said ho was glad to find 
thai tho leader of iho oppoaition and tho 
opposition generally wore waking up to 
their duty, for it certainly W'ta theii- duty to 
Borutinizo the public aooounta of the prov- 
ince at the meetinga (jf tho committee up- 
pointed for that purpose. It wua a strange 
thing, liow'-iver, that the.y had not brought 
up anything at all for tho past few years, 
but that now, when a general election was 
imminent, they should bo in such indecent 
haste that the failure of members to uttond 
because of temporary illness at u meeting 
hurriedly called, should be made a subject 
of complaint to the house. 

Mb, Cotton resented the statement that 
the opposition were waking up to their 
duties, which ho denied. He proceeded to 
comment upon the fact that the committee 
had- presented no reports In past ses- 
sions. 

Hon. Mr. Davie pointed out that Mr. 
Cotton was a member of the committoo of 
1892, which had made no report, and he was 
therefore as much responsible as anyone 
else. ' 

Mr. Ham. explained that it was from no 
deaire to uhirk his duties that ho woa not 
present in the morniug, but aimply because 
be waa not well enough to attend. The 
government nienibera were just as anxious 
us were tho leader of tho opposition and 
his very ardent supporter, Mr. Cotton, to 
have the duties of tho committeo attend- 
ed to. 

Mr. Choit reminded tho leader of the 
oppoaition that it was only a few yours 
ainco ho hiniaelf was ill, and that the houao 
at that time frequently adjourned on Mr. 
Uoaven'a account, so that ho might not have 
to attend at a night eoasion. Ho had been 
suffering in tho morning from soiutioa, but 
some of tho remarka of tho oppoaition wore 
even harder to put up with. 

Hon. Mb. Beavun said he had not in- 



tended the slightest reflection on Mr. Croft 
or Mr. Hall, Ho trusted that tho house 
would now make some orrnngeniont for n 
meeting of tho conuiiitteo. 

Mr ypEAKER remarked that this was not 
a matter for iho house, but to bo sottlod by 
tho committeo between themselves; and tho 
house would now proceed with tho orders, 

W1TNES.SE.S AND EVIDENCE IlILL. 

The house went into committee on tho 
witnesses and evidence bill, Mr. McKenzio 
in the chair. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, in answer to n question, 
explained as before, that tho bill wau a 
digeat of the preaont law on tho aubjeot, 
with some now proviaiona. It applied, of 
oouree, only to euoh proceedings aa came 
within tho jurisdiction of tho provincial 
legislature, and not to tho graver matters 
dealt with under the Dominion statutes 

Mr. Sword moved to amend clause 4, to 
add the words " bat not oompallablo " after 
tho word " competent." Tho olauao in the 
bill road ; 

•t. Kvory person charged with an offence, 
and the wife or husband, as tho case may bo, 
of the person so charged, shall bo a compet- 
ent witness, whether the person so charged 
is charged solely or jointly with any other 
person. 

Hon. Mr. Datik said that while tho 
amendment was following the wording of 
the Dominion code, he did not think it woU 
to adopt it here, as it gave to criminals a 
protection which they should not have at 
least in the eommoner offences with which 
this bill dealt. The practioo heretofore had 
manifestly resulted in the proteotion of 
criminals, who ahould very properly bo 
made to go into the box and give an ac- 
count of themselves. In the Stroebel mur- 
der trial, for instance, it was a question 
whether tho man oould have been convicted 
if he had not gone into tho box and got him- 
self tangled up in a maaa of oontradictiona. 
Whatever might bo said in favor of exempt- 
ing a person charged v.'ith a grave criminal 
offence from testifying, ho was opposed to 
any such exemption in oases of tenoo break- 
ing, game ahooting and tho similar affairs 
likely to bo commonly tried under thia act. 

Mr. Booth preferred tho clause aa it 
stood. Ho eaid the reports of trials appear- 
ing in tho English and United States papers 
showed that tho law at present is simply a 
attfeguard for criniinala. 

Mr. Se.mi.in spoke against going farther 
in the matter than did tho Dominion statute. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven thought that tho opera- 
tion (it tho now provision might, in tho 
hands of a skilful lawyer, result in tho con- 
viction of an innocent man, and ho thought 
it much better that a number of guilty men 
ahould escape than that one innocent mon 
should suffer. 

Hon. Mil. Davie pointed out that tho 
tendency would be,nottnmakait more diffi- 
cult for an innocent man to escape, but for a 
guilty man to avoid punialimeut. If thia 
principle of exceasive tenderneaa towarda 
peraona charged with criminal offences were 
acted upon to an unlimited extent the coun- 
try would become a haven for criminals, and 
tho public would lose confidence in the 
administration of justice. The result would 
be a constant menace to ionooent persons, 
who if the people took the administration 
of the law into their own hands might ho 
made the victims of unjust suspicion and 
condemned by lynch law without the sem- 
blance of a trial. 

Mb. BoOTli iniiuted out that the condition 
of the law aa at present, where a man 
oould not be compelled to give un account 
of himself, made it almoat imposbiblo to 
deal with tho offence of aheep stealing on 
the islands which he represented, and the 
consequence was that tho farmers found it 
unprofitable to engage in that industry, 
which otherwise would bo very largely car- 
ried on. 

The amendment woa declared lost on a 
show of handa. 

Good progress having been niado with the 
bill tho committee roao and reported and 
the house adjourned at 4:30 p.m.

M R. SwoBD— On Monday : That a ro 
apectful address bs presented to His Ho^or 
tho Lieutenont-Governor praying him to 
send down to the house a return showing 
the amount of taxes duo and unpaid in each 
flintriol lit tho cloao of tho financial year 
ending 3Uth June, 1893 ; also a statement 
showing how much of these amounts has ac- 
crued in each year. 

Dr. Watt — On Tuesday : That a select 
committeo conaialing of Measra. lirown, 
Foraler and the mover bo nppoiutod by tho 
hnuHc! to consider tho answer of tho Ifon. 
Cliief Commiaaioncr given on Wednesday 
last to tho nueation in reforonco to tho tot- 
tlement of lands in tho Neohuco valley, and 
report to this houao any Buggeations in re- 
gard to legislation for tho dispoaitiou of 
these lanils or other uninhabited croivn 
landa in the province on tho principles of 
tho single tax system. 

Dr. Watt— On Monday : That in the 
opinion of tins houao the municipal act 
should be so amended r»3 to empower nmiii- 
pal councils to reiiuiro every person, com-

THE PROTECTION OF PROTEST- 
ANTS. 

We see that llie Protestant Protootivo 
Aaaocift'iou haa been holding its convention 
in Hamilton. It is a pity iliat tho Aasoeia 
tion has not advertised iteolf nioro widely, 
80 that its aims and its methods might be 
fully known. If its objeots are legitimate 
and its ways honest and straightforward, 
the more that is known of it the better are 
its ohancoa of aucceaa. There arc a great 
many peoplo who dlaliko seoreoy, and who 
are always suspicious of any organization 
tb at shuns the light. Wo saw somewhere 
that the F.P.A. convention deliberated with 
closed doors, and that tho newspaper ro 
porters had to be content with vuoh an ac 
count of ita proceedings aa it pleased its 
offioiala to give them. 

The members of the Association must bo 
considered the best jadgea of the way in 
which they do their own businesa, but tbia 
dislike of publicity does not tend to make 
Impartial outsiders think favorably of the 
Protcotivo Association. They naturally 
want to i;ot aoma information relative to tho 
new orgauization. Many of them are aa 
sound Protestants as there ftre m tlio coun- 
try. If Protestantism is in danger, thoy 
are moat desiioas to know what that danger 
is. Some of them no doubt think that they 
ought to ho informed aa to the full extent of 
the peril, and they conaidor that thoae who 
band thotnaolvea together to protect Protcat- 
anta are not treating them well when they 
do not tell them what it is that threatens 
ProtestantiBm in this Dominion. 

We roust confess, for oar own part, that 
we would like very much to know why 
Protoatants need to be protected. Wo are 
under the improsalon that 'Canadians of all 
denominationa eujoy full religious liberty. 
There is no body, that we can see, which 
has either the power or the desire to do Pro- 
testants the least harm or to abridge 
their liberties and their privileges in the 
slightest degree or in any direction. And 
we ore (juite sure that tho groat majority of 
tho Proteatantd of Canada are most desirous 
that thoEo who profess other religions 
should exercise every right and enjoy every 
privilege that they possess. Canadian 
Protestants believe in libsrtj' of conscience 
ond freedom of opinion. Thoy also believe 
in tho widest toleration. They would not 
place any man under diaabilitiea of any kind 
merely because hia creed is difTeront from 
theirs, or because the religious forms and 
ceremonieg which he practises do not re> 
semble thoao of which they approve. Tho 
sincere Protoatant of this and every other 
COnntry rejoices that tho days of religious 
persecution have gone by. Ho would not 
have a follow citizen persecuted in any shape 
or way because of his religious opinions. 
More than that, he considers the man who 
desires to injure in any way hia neighbor or 
to place any stigma upon him on account of 
his crood, an unsound Protestant. So 
much doea tho truo Protestant h»to 
every form of porseout'^ia that he would 
rather suffer persecution than inflict it. But 
he is very far from being a Quaker. If he 
finds that any one wants to injure him be- 
oanae of tho religion ho professes, ho is quick 
to take his own part, and ho does not hesi- 
tate to show thoao who would take advan- 
tage of him that ho is not to be imposed up- 
on with impunity. But the opponent he 
contends with must be real and substantial, 
and he must have done, or have attempted 
to do him an injury. Ho does not fight sha- 
dows, neither will ho inflict an injury on hia 
neighbor uceause he fears that aomo time in 
the future ho may do him harm. 

This being the case, it it, we submit, the 
duty of those who undertake to protect 
Pcoteatantiam to ahow all sound Pro- 
•teatants that thoy neod protection. 
And when this is done, it ahould bo 
done openly ond boldly. Tho protectors of 
Protestonts ahould not whisper in oornera 
or ahut thomaolves behind locked doors 
when thoy ore making preparations for de- 
fence. .They should declare their mission 
loudly and from the housetops, os it wore, 
and they should defy the assailant in an 



open and manly way. This, besides being 
the honorable W{ity of dealinf( with nn ad- 
versary, roal or supposed, is the most eii'oc- 
tive way. 

The secret wa;^ of going to work is not 
fair to Protestants in general if there is any 

danger to guard against, and it is equally 
unfair if tho daugor is only imaginary. It; 
besides, gives tho timid and tho designing 
advantages to work upon xho foars 
and tho projudtcea of their fellow 
Protestants, advantages which they 
ought not to have. Fears conjured 
up by faint-hearted fanatics may have an 
effect when thoy are mode known to a aoleot 
fow in secret, but they would bo dissipated 
in a very short time if e-xprcssion were 
given to them aloud and in tho face of day. 
In the same way calumnies which are paeaod 
from one to another at private meetings 
may obtain a ready credence, whereaa if 
they wore proclaimed in public their falaity 
would bo soon donionstrated. 

If, then, there ia danger to Protestanta in 
Canada, every Protoatant should be made 
aware of it, and if Protestants are to com 
bine for their own protection, let them do so 
openly. What have they to fear ? If the 
Protestant Protective Asaociation ia a poli- 
tical organization by means of which a 
few ambitious and reatlesa men deairo to 
attain power and gain notoriety, its secret 
methods may be the best to attain thoao 
ends; but if ita objoot is honestly to 
protect J'rotcatantism, tho moro openly and 
fearlcasly it doea ita work, tho more power- 
ful v.ill it become and tho more auceesaful 
will il bo in protecting Protestanla if ihey 
need protection, or in demonatratiog that 
their rights and privileges do not need p 
teotion if the danger conjured up by tho 
Ontario Protestant Protective Association 
haa really no exiatenoe. 

IS IT THE "MANLY ART" ? 

The great slugging match between 
Mitohell and Corbett is over. Who is the 
better of it? How much good has it done ? 
The law in Florida has been broken and th 
authorities defied, Haa the violation of law 
by large bodies of men a wholesome elleet 
on society 2 Is it n good thing to eot the 
adminiatratora of tho lavi^ at naught? If 
prize fights like that which took place iu 
Jaoksonviile were common in Florida, or 
anywhere else, society would very soon bo 
come so demoralized that a combination of 
law-abiding men would bo absolutely necea 
sary to put down law-breaking and rowdy- 
ism. Imagine a community composed 
chiefly of pugilists and their backers ! 

And why did men exorcis^ such in 
genuity and go to such ezpeoso to 
break the law of the land? Simply to give 
two brutal men tho opportunity to smash 
ench others faces and to watch them while 
they battered each other. That ia, to gra 
tify ono of tho lowest instincts of man'i 
nature. Tho talk of enoouragiug the "noblo 
art of self-defence," and the manly virtues 
of coolness, oourage and endurance, etc., ia 
nothing more than tho hypocritical cant of 
the prize ring. None of the virtues but a 
great many of tho vicea aro foaterod by tnis 
prize-fighting. The ohancea are that a pale 
clerk, whose neck Corbett could wring al 
most without an effort, has more grit in him, 
could acquit himself more pluckily 
in tho face of real danger, and enduro 
greater hardships uncomplainingly than 
either of the bullies who hammered each 
other at Jackaonvillo. It waa proved in 
the American war that boya just from 
school, merchants' clerks, lawyers' clerks, 
schoolmasters, and young professional men 
m»do much better soldiers than tho roughs 
and rowdies and plug-uglies of tho oitioa. 

Aa to real heroism, tho heroiam which 
every man who wanta to live a decent life 
and make a place for himself in the world 
must exercise, not once or twice a year, bub 
every day of his life, the pugilists as a class 
know very littlo of it. Have they tho 
strength to resist temptation and to mako 
Bscriflces for the good of others ? Are many 
of them cupablo of continuing an uphill 
struggle in the face of scores of difficulties 
and discouragements ? Can they meet 
the trials of life bravely, and, 
after hundreds of failures and morti- 
Gcationa come up to the scratch un- 
daunted and aniiling, The career of tho 
king of pugiliats of our day, John L. Sulli- 
van, shows that hia training waa of but little 
advantage to him in fighting the battle of 
life. Many a littlo fellow who would look 
like a dwarf beaide John L., ia his superior 
in all that eonatitntes truo manliness and is 
bolter ef|uipped in every way to light life's 
baltlo. Ia it not singular tliat the bruto 
qualities of tho giant aro more highly con- 
sidered by very many than the manly vir- 
tues of the little moral hero ?' 



LOOK AT HOME. 

It is amusing to boo tho Times, which ia so 
foithful a servant of tho party to which it 
belongs, and which ia apparently at the 
beck and ca^l of every one of ita membera no 
matter what difficulty he ia in or how bad 
his cause, reproaching tho Colo.n-i.st with 
being a "slavish organ," We have just oa 
good a roason co ossBrfc that it " fawns 
upon " Mr. Kitchen, whose very zealous ad- 
vocate it ia, and that, too, in an exceedingly 
bad cauae, aa it has to Bay that we " fawn '> 
upon tho Premier, As long as it remains 
tho thick-and-thin partisan it ia, every re- 
proachful opithot it casta at the Coloni.st 
for odvocating tho cause of tho Government, 
appliea with greater force to itself. Our 
comtemporary should look at home and try 
to see itaelf aa others see it, before it deals 
in wholesale aocneationa of party aubaor- 
vlenoy. Wo, perhaps, may bo allowed just 
to hint that continuod abuso and unending 
disparagement, besides being very unmon- 
nBrly, are apt to become from frequent repe- 
tition altogether meaningless. Our contem- 
porary, if it doea not adopt a more courto- 
oua style, is in danger of becoming a 
survival of a bad state of thinga that ia faat 
parsing away. 

Wo do. not propose to refer again to the ' 



Kitchen epicode further than to aay that 
all tho particulars aro before tho readcra of 
tho nowapapers, and they have, no doubt, 
formed their ownconolulions as to the nature 
of the part played by Mr. Kitchen. Wo 
wiy further take the liberty of dirooting 
our contemporary's attention to a remark 
made by Mr. Brown, which appears' iu ita 
own report of Wednesday's proceedingB, It 
is this : 

Mb. Bkown— "Mr. Kitchen acted very 
honorably about the document. He would 
not even show it to hia ooUeaguos. "

Wo aro not surprised to find that tho 
pooplo of Germany aro delighted to soo 
their Emperor and Bismarck good friends 
again. The people have always admired 
Hiainarck and thoy havo learned to love and 
r(sp»cc their young ICiiiperor. It is tliero- 
toro uo wonder that thoy were pained that 
the disagreement between the two greatest 
men in the Empire, both of whom stand so 
high in their esteem, ahould be so bitter 
and should last so long, and that they are 
rejoiced to see that it haa at last come to an 
end. There iu no doubt that thcro are iiitwiy 
in Girmany who boliovo that tho old 
statesman who has done so" much for Ger- 
many may yet do good service to the stale 
if he ia allowed the opportunity. Europe is 
in a critical condition, and there ia no toll- 
ing when the exporienoo and tho wisdom of 
tho venerable ox-Chuneellor will bo of tho 
greatest use to both tho Emperor aud tho 
p'^oplo.

LABOB BUEBATJ AO?. 

A Newi Ueasuro Simplifylner . the Frocednre 
Especially With Reference to - - 
Couclllatlon. 

The now labor bureou act, presented to 
the Legislature yesterday ofternoon, is a 
aimplifioation of the measure of 1893, which 
it is intended to suporaode. The principal 
changea are in relation to tho councils of 
conciliation and of arbitration, which are 
not to be standing organizations aa before 
provided for, but are to bo appointed from 
time to time aa oocaaion may require. A 
more expeditious mode of atarting the oper- 
ationa of the council of conciliation is pro- 
vided, and a substantial penalty is attached 
to the neglect or failure of any party to a 
dispute to secure representation before the 
oouQoil when required to do so. It is pro- 
vided that the President of the Board of 
Arbitrators to whom the council may refer 
matters upon which they cannot agree, shall 
bo a Judge of tho Supreme court of British 
Columbia, to be appointed by the Lieut. - 
Governor in Council on the nomination of 
the other two arbitrators, and these latter 
are to be named by tho parties to tho dis- 
pute before it ia coasidored by tho council of 
conciliation. Theae new parocrapha show 
how tho procedure has been simplified : 

S. Councils of oonciliation shall oonaist of 
four conciliators, who shall be appointed by 
tho oommissiouor from timo to timo, upon 
tho recommendations or nominationa of dis- 
putants; two by each party to any dispute 
orclaims, byorou behalf of any employer, or 
the employes of any employer, for tho pur- 
pose of dealing specially with any reference 
of such dispute or claim. 

All reforoncea to a council of conciliation 
Bhall ho made in manner pursuant to regu- 
lations to bo made under this act. 

(I.) When one party to a dispute or claim 
makes application to have it roforred to a 
council of conciliation, and names two con- 
ciliators for such purpose, then tho other 
party to tho dispute or claim aliall, within 
four days of boing so re([ue3tcd, name two 
conciliators to consider the reference con- 
jointly with the couciliators named by tho 
Brat party. 

('J ) In tho event of tho party failing or re- 
fusing to name conciliators within tho pro- 
Bcribeil timo after being so requested, he 
ahall, after a formal demand has D2on made 
for tho same, bo liable, upon summary con- 
viction, to a fino of tvi-outy dollars for every 
such refusal, or for each and every day the 
making of such ri(juested nominations for 
conciliators shall bo delayed. 

(.').) In the event of either party to a 
reference failing to nominate conciliators, 
after tho expiration of four days from the 
date of requeat, conciliators may bo 
appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor. 



THE SINGLE TAX. 

To the Editor : — I hove always thought 
that the ombition of every industrious 
moohanic and laborer was to work for the 
possession of a home of hia own. That 
such is the case wo have amplo evidence in 
Victoria, for at tho time of taking thu laat 
census ninety per cent, of tho heads of 
families owned thoir own homos. By what 
rulo of common sense, or justice, then, 
should these industrious and frugal people 
bo crushed and driven out of the country 
by undue taxation, whilst the idle and the 
profligate would escape by allowing such 
commodities as they use — tobacco, whiskey, 
and clothing — to go free under the single 
tax. If one person places his money in 
land, fairly bought in a market which is 
open to all,and auother places his money in 
merchandise, fishing, mining, lumbering or 
any other industry, both receiving equally 
the freedom and benefits of living under u 
stable and civilized government, wtiy should 
the one bear all the burden of taxation, and 
the other not contribute a farthing ? 

Fortunately governments in levying toxes 
on the people bring common scnso to beur, 
and have some consideration for tho tax- 
payer, by laying their burdens in tho least 
oppreesivo and most e(|uitablo manner. If 
it were ijoiBiblo to have every family living 
on its own town lot, capitalists driven out of 
the country,anil all brought to tho same level, 
who would bo left to give employment ? 
Who would build factories, shops and ware- 
houses, and residences which would bo an 
ornament to tho town? Without capital 
tho mechanic and laborer could not do any 
of theso things, and stagnation of tho moat 
chilling kind would prevail. Capital and 
labor aro indispensable to each other, and 
the oncrgetic, enterprising man cannot be 
h»mperoil or unduly taxed, but be perfectly 
free to invest tho proceeds of hia energy in 
land, railways or merchandise according to 
hia choice. 

It is not possible to make all men equal 
in industry, intolllgenoo, or business capa- 
city, and there is no use trying to reduce or 
to raiao men to a universal standard. There 
will always be the careful, acquisitive man, 
as well as the idle and profligate, and if an 
equal division of land and money were made 
tomorrow, we would again in a short time 
find the careful and rich, and the idle and 
profligate. What the merits of tho single 
tax may be I cannot see, and consider it 
as impossible, as it would be unjust, op- 
pressive and unequal in its bearing. If tho 
present Dominion, Provincial and municipal 
taxes wore placed on land, I feel sure tho 
mechanic and laboring man would bo the 
first to givo land the go by, and would nuiiii- 
festno anxiety to possess oven ono town lot. 
L&ndlords are not to be c-nvied under the 
existing condition of things, and under the 
"single tax" system ho, and the one lot 
man would bo much leas ao.

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HAWAHM EESOLUTIONS. 

Their DIicniBlon Oefemd to Hake Way fo^ 
Otber BdUnoBg. 

Wasiiinoton, Jan. 25.— MoCreary has 
been Buthorized by the majority of the 
House oommitteo on foreign uffairs to favor- 
ably report the resolution defininK the atti- 
tude of Congreeg toward Hawaii. It de- 
nounces the action of tho United States 
Minister in employing United States forces 
in aiding tho overthrow of the constitutional 
Government and tho setting up of tho Pro- 
visional Government, and endorsing the 
principle announced by President (Jloveland 
that iutorfereneo in the affairs of an inde- 
pendent nation was contrary to tho spirit of 
tho American constitution. It declares that 
annexation of tho islands or a protectorate 
over them are uncalled for, and that foreign 
intervention in tha alTalrs of the island will 
not bo regarded with indiUorenco by tlio 
United States. 

The resolutions were not considered in 
the Senate to day. They were presented in 
the morning hour, but laid aside in order to 
give Mr, Allen, the Kebraska Populist an 
opportunity to deliver an argument against 
the authority of the Secretary of tho Treas- 
ury to issue five per cent, bonds. His 
argument was to the eCTeot that tho author- 
ity for tho issue and sale of bonds, ceased 
to be operative as soon as its purpose — tho 
redemption of outstanding legal tender 
notes — was Booomplishcd, and that it has no 
more efFeot now than a piece of blank paper. 
An hour was spent in an uninteresting dis- 
cussion of the House bill to repeal the 
Federal election lawe. After that, the 
business of tha Senate was laid aside in 
order to have proper respect paid to the 
memory of the lute representative Chipman 
of Michigan. Eulogies of Mr. Chipman 
were pronouneed, and the Senate at 4:50 
adjourned. 

' EVOLUTION A THEORY. 

An Oakliuul, Cal,, Clerprynmn Dlsimtps tho 
Contention of l?rof. Joseiih Le C'uiitu. 

(From tho Ean Francisco Examiner.) 
" I say it was most unscientifio to make 
such a statement, and to a lot of clergymen 
confused by the inhalation of cigarette 
smoke and tho fumes of wine," said Rev. 
G. \V. Honnings, of the Second Congrega- 
tional church, in the course of a lecture be- 
fore the Oakland, Cal., Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association. The statement was made 
by the speaker when referring to a remark 
make by Professor Joseph Le Conte, of the 
University of California, at the recent ban- 
quet of the Uhnroh Club that " evolution 
was as well established a law as gravita- 
tion." 

Rev. Mr. Henniogs claimed that evolu- 
tion is only a theory and not a law, and 
took occasion to score tho tminont scientist 
because of his endeavors to delude theolo- 
gians. After brii fly reviewing the athtiotio, 
theistic and agnoatic theories of evolution, 
Rev. Dr. Henniogs said lie opposed all 
tiieoriea but that advanced by Pioftasor Le 
Conte — that God put in tho earth resident 
forces which he then left to unfold them- 
selves. Continuing, tho speaker said : 
"Tho theory of evolution is nothing but u 
theory aa yet, and I take issue with Profes- 
sor Le Conto iu that he says it is an estab- 
lished law like gravitaiion. I liitly contra- 
dict this eminent scientist in his contention 
that evolution is based upon all the laws of 
science — of biology, gcolopj', etc., and I say 
that it is most uuscieutilio in him to make 
such a contention. 

"There ia not a single fact in biology that 
sustains the theory. There is a certain 
point in the development of a germ where 
It is impossible to tell whether it will de- 
velope into a dog, a monkey, au elephant or 
anything else, \Ve do not know of a single 
instance where the germ of a dot; has devel- 
oped into a monkey, or that of a monkey 
into an elephant. It might have been so, 
but we have never yet seen or even heard of 
the transition. Q'here are facts which point 
to this theory, but they are not enough on 
which to base this theory. To establish it 
something more than mere indication is 
needed. We want something between tne 
stone and tho vegetable to show the trans- 
mutation of the vegetable into the stone. In 
brief, we want the fact which shows the 
process of transmutation from the vegetable 
to the animal. Wo want tho missing links 
Eefore we can safely follow out tho induc- 
tioiis of Bcienco. 

" It ia a fact well known to breeders that 
in order to make an advance, iu order to get 
pnincthing higher, it iij neceaeary to put 
higher spuciea in conjiincliou with a lower 
species, and not two of the sanio grade 
species. Nort', I want to know whence 
comes tho higher speoiea of tho theory of 
evolution ? If man ia but a developed ' it 
I want to know how ' it ' camo about." 

Rev. Dr. Honnings then referred to the 
church club bacquet, and in commenting 
upon David Starr Jordan's statement madi 
upon tho same occasion that " conecious 
ness is objective and not subjective' 
ridiculed it and smilingly said : " Wher 
scientists try to master theological 
terms it is about as bad as theologians 
trying to' get the terms of the evolution- 
iits." In speaking upon the originality of 
God's creation, Mr. Heuniugs said : "Moses 
tells ns that God originally created animals, 
and that each begot of his kind, and that 
we must believe until tho contrary is proved. 
That is not the law of continuity, but of 
continuance. Through all tho ages, wo must 
rcfloot, a dog has been a dog, and wo have 
never aeon ouo become a monkey. Wo have 
seen many strange things which point 
toward evolution, but we have never seen 
tho transition." 

In support of his stand that evolution 
■was only a theory and not a law tho speaker 
quoted from Vlatchow, Mivart anil nuiuy 
other famous ecicntists and oontiniiing said ; 
"Only facts of eoience should bo taught the 
rising generation. What is theory should 
bo taught as theory. What is fnut should 
bo taught as fact. In the first place this 
theory of evolution had its supposed basis 
in the theory of spontaneous cnmbuation. 
This theory had (|uiin a run, but, 
it was killed by .John Tyndall, 
who, after u most cartful o.xperimcnt, 
gave it out aa his conoluaion, ' Hint from a 
sowing of dead particles can oomo no life.' 
Professor David Starr Jordan placoi man 
at the head of a series of animals, and 
leaves him thereafter pointing out his re 
semblances to the other animals ; and in 
that 1 olalfti that Boientista are unsaieutilic 
and unfair. They are aa mum as mum can 
be; they never say a word on what ddler- 
entiates animals from ma9. But let nic, a 
little man, say that the differences are mure 
numerous and more marked than are the re- 
somblanccB. And I further say that .lb is 
the veriest nonsonso, the troshicst nonsense, 
to Bay there ia anything in cnnimon I)etween 
tho speech of man and monkey. If acien- 
tista say wo ulergymin are ignorant of facta, 
and if wo clergy men are willing to become 
more enlightened, tho scicntiats certainly 
have tho right to enlighten us, Uutil then 
I shall go on preaching the word of God as 
given us by Moaes, of Jesua 'Christ and of 
tho resurrection."

HAYTIM^APFAIES. 

General Campos 'ABsaBsInated— Bomb Throw- 
ers Executed— Kites of the 
Clinrch Refused, 

Pout au Prixce, Hayti, Jan, 25, — Tho 
United States corvette Kcarsarge arrived 
here yesterday. Upon arriving iu tho har- 
bor l(ho Kearsarge sent a boat to the Ailsa, 
which was off this port, and brought Rear- 
Admiral Stanton on board. Ho had orders 
from the Navy department to assunio com- 
mand of tho North Atlantic atation, ond 
take charge of affairs, eapocially in Domin- 
ican waters. He hoisted his flag on the 
Kearsarge this morning with appropriate 
ceremonies. 

On December 10, 1893, General Campos, 
Governor of the Azua district, Dominica 
was assassinated whilo riding upon 
tho public road. A few days later Presi- 
dent Heuroaux passed over the sanio road, 
but with a strong military escort, Tho 
sudden shying of a mulo whilo passing a 
thicket at tho roadside attracted attention. 
The escort plunged in and captured six mon 
with dynamite bombs, whioli they had in- 
tended throwing at the President had not 
the] strength of the escort prevented them 
from doing so. An investigation took place 
and a oonspiraoy was revealed. Two 
brothers, Carlos and Pablo Baest, nephews 
of a former president, Batz, were implicated 
and imprisoned. 

On December 10 Heureaux sent for a 
brother -in-law of Marokina and told him to 
get a suit cf olothes as be was going to take 



a trip to Azuu. "One suit will bo suf- 
fioient," gave a grim significalion to bis 
worda. They embarked upon tho presiden- 
tial yaoht, the old Deerhoundj.of Cherbourg 
fame, and went tp^ Azua. On the 21st, 
Marokina, the brothers Bacz and the six 
would-ba dynamite bomb throwers were ex- 
ecuted by being shot, the former three on 
the very spot where the blood- atains still 
showed where Campos, lost his life. The 
rites of the ohuroh were tefuaed, and also a 
request by Marokina to be allowed to write 
a r.oto of farewell to his wife, with whom he 
had not been allowed aommuhioation for 
twelve months. They were buried in tho 
roadway, where passing wheels and hoofs 
will soon obliterate all traces of their graves. 
To tho prayers of the family for the re- 
maina to give thom a decent burial, the re- 
ply was made ; " Anyone touching these 
graves will be instantly shot."

AuHUH!^, N. Y,, Jan. 25. — Mrs. Emily 
Kollor, wife of a sober, industrious gar- 
dener, this evening shot and killed her hus- 
band, then sent a bullet through tho body 
of her nino months old infant and another 
into her own bead. The mother and child 
are fatally wounded. Mrs. Kellar has dis- 
played signs of insanity for some time.

Xhis was anuction broughl in the Admiralty 
•court by the owners of the tng Lome to re- 
cover a aum of $5,000 for alleged salvage 
services in connection with towing tho 
Harold from tho vicinity of Kiico Rocks into 
Eequimolt harbor. On tho morning of tho 
16th Novomhor, ISOIi, tho lltirokl run ushoro 
at Race Rocks, sustaining somo iajiiriea 
which caused the leakage of a cortain 
amount of water. She got afloat without 
any assistance, and about G o'clock the 
Lorno came alongaido, whoa an agreement 
is alleged to havo boon entered into between 
tho roepectivo masters for towing tho ship 
into Eaquimalt harbor for tho sum of §50. 
On arriving in Esijuimalt it wna found 
neceasnry to dock tlio vessel for repairs. 
Ilia owners of tho Lorno contended that by 
reuaon of tho injuries and tho position of tho 
Harold when discovered, alio was in such 
diingor us that tho services rendered by tho 
tug entitled tho vessel to a salvage reward. 
They also held that the agreement for tow- 
age was rondurod void on account of tho re- 
presentation made by tho oliioors 
of the Harold as to tho amount 
of water sho was then makiug.

was void on tho ground that tho ollicers of 
the Harold had improperly misled tho cap- 
tain of tho Lorno as to tho amount of water 
which tho Harold was making, and that 
this was a material fact in connection with 
the offer to tow tho vessel into Esquimalt 
for tho Buin named. In consideration 
of these circumstances His Lordship consid- 
ered that the services rendered wero more 
than ordinary towage services, and there- 
fore ordered the sum of §250 for extraordin- 
ary towage, with costs. Hon. C. E. Pooloy, 
*Q. C., appeared for plaintiffs, and Messrs. 
Ernest V. Bodwell aud P. JE Irving de- 
fended. It is likely that the decision will 
be appealed by tho dofendanla.

INDIAN FINANCIAL PJiUSPECTS. 

•The Intervention of a Sound Kconomist 
.Waiiteil-lasuo of India Bills. 

London, Jan. 25. — Tho Globe says : In- 
dian financial prospects are in a state of 
chaos, nnd without auy tendency to satisfac- 
tory solution. One great experiment has 
"Collapsed, and reversal of the attempt made 
in June to sabjeob political economy to o£5- 
oial regulations really amounts to a confes- 
sion of failure. The whole financial situa- 
tion in lodia must now be faced, and the in- 
tervention of a sound economist is wanlei, 
v/ith a largo commission, to overhaul the 
wholo subject, with proportionate power to 
{jivG elfeot to his recnmmondaliona. 

Tlie St. Jumea Guzottfl sovoroly criticises 
the past India jiolicy, and says afler the 
demoralizing trade in Juno tho Indian 
Oovernnumt's unfortunate expcrinieut has 
completely broken down, and its tardy re- 
treat from au untenable position also means 
that Gladstone's government ia at lust alive 
to tlie hazardous and deaporato naturu of 
th3 financial gimo tho Indian authoriiiea 
are playing, 

Calcutta, Jan, '25 - .luoro haa been 
anothci- very heavy fall in exchange, tho 
condition of the money market being 
almost one of panic. It ia feared that Sec- 
retary o! State Kimberly may accept any 
rate ollured at tho next aalo of council 
bills. Tho state of tho b'ilances of the 
presidency banks makes it practically cer- 
tain that Secretary Kimberly can command 
fair sales if he only holds out a week or so 
longer, but tho fact that he may surrender

"BLOOD AND IRON." 

Love of Jathei'Iand Stronger Than the Almost 
Inllezlble Wills of the Kaiser and 
Bismarck. 

Bkruk, Jan. 2G.— Prince Bismarck and 
his son, Count Herbert, loft Friedriobsruhe 
thia morniiigjen route for. Berlin.; . When 
the time arrived for Me start to be made for 

the station at Friodriohsruhe Bismarck ap 
peared attired in tho uniform of a cuirassier 
of tho Imperial Guard, over which hu wore 
a fur cloak. He was accompanied by Prin- 
cess Bismarck and several friends. Six 
girls led the way, strewing fiowers in thei' 
path. At the staticm Princess Bismarck 
stood in front of tho saloon until tho 
departure of tho train. When tho train 
Isft tho station tho large crowd cheered 
vnciforously. Bismarck waa visibly afl'eoted 
thereby and wao in excellent spirits. The 
train arrived punctually in this city. At 
the station Prince Henry, the 'Emperor's 
brpther, and a large suite of officers were 
awaiting the Prince's arrival. They cB 
oorted him to the royal atato coach, in 
which he was driven to the palace. Ho wao 
heartily cheered by the throng that wit 
nessed bis entry into the oity, and many 
people assembled along the route to the pal- 
ace, and most of the houses along the route 
were decorated. 

At the castle Bismarck received the 
warmest greeting. His Majesty embraced 
the Prince and pressed the old man's cheek 
in reconciliation between tho Emperor and 
his subject. Bismarck's gravity of demeanor 
during the reception by His Majesty was 
much commented npon. 

Luncheon was served in the Emperor's 
private rooms. Covers wore laid for only 
three persons, the Emperor, Empress and 
Princo Bismarck. After luncheon tho 
Prince retired for a short time. 

London, Jan. 2.5 — A Berlin dispatch to 
tho Times says : By repeating his invitation 
to lot by gones bo by-gones, the ICmporor 
illustratoa by magnuniinoua example the 
precepts of union and concord recently en- 
unciated in the Piiaaian royal speech, and 
which he doublleas sincerely f-els tho pro- 
aent conditions of ICuropu render it doubly 
incumbent upnn Germany to cultivate. The 
Hamburger Nachrichteu's repudiation of 
Bismarck's inspiration may not improperly 
bo connected witli the incident. The Em- 
peror could hardly have made overtures so 
long aa Bianmrck ullowi-d himself to bo con- 
sidered tho author of violent attacks upon 
Capri vi,

New York, Jan, 20. — The International 

Sanitory Congress, which opened in Paris 
to-day is attended by representatives of all 
tho ICuropean powers and also of tho United 
Statoa. Tho delegates selected by the Pre- 
sident am Dr. Preaton H. Railbacho, of tho 
United States Marino Hnapital service; Dr. 
Stephen Smith, of New York City; and Dr. 
Edward H. Shakespeare, of Philadelphia. 
The actions of tho delegates will not be 
binding on their respective governments, 
but will simply be of an advisory nature.

parcel of land being nart ot Lot 31 of a sub- 
division of sub-lot 1, Fernwood Estate, Section 
75, Victoria District, which said piece or parcel 
of land is more particularly (Jcs'pJbod as fol- 
lows : 

ConiTuoncing at tho aoutli-cast cbVnor of lot 2
